W ASHINGTON, June 21.—Secre- 


tary Root today issued the order 

of the President, establishing civil 
government in the Philippines. The 
order follows: 

“On and after the 4th day of Ju'y, 

1901, unless it shall be otherwise or- 
dered, the president of the Philippine 
Commission will exercise the executive 
authority in all civil affairs in the gov- 
ernment of the Philippine Islands, here- 
tofore exercised in such affairs, by the 
military Governor of the Philippines, 
and to that end W. H. Taft. president 
of the commission, is hereby appointed 
civil Governor of the Philippine 
Islands. Such executive authority wili 
be exercised under and in conformity 
to the instructions to the Philippine 
commissioners, dated April 7, 1900, and 
subject to the approva] and control of 
the Secretary of War of the United 
States. 
“The municipal and provisional civil 
governments, which have been or shal! 
hereafter be established in said islands, 
and all persons performing duties ap- 
pertaining to the offices of civil gov- 
ernment in sald islands will, In respect 
of said duties, report to the said civil 
Governor. The power to appoint civil 
officers heretofore vested in the Philip- 
pine Commission, or in the military 
Governor, wilj be exercised by the 
civil governor, with the advice and 
consent of the commission. ° 

“The gyn td Governor of the Phil- 
ippines is hereby from _ the 
performance, on and after the said 
fourth day of July, of the civil d 
hereinbefore described, but his au- 
thority will continue to be exercised 
as heretofore in those districts, in 
which insurrection against the au- 
thority of the United States continues 
to exist, or in which public order is 
not sufficienty restored to enable pro- 
vincia!l civil governments to be estab- 
ished under the instructions to the 
commission, dated April 7, 1900.

SECRETARY GAGE AUTHORIZED TO 
MAKE A STATEMENT. | 


Original Case in Respect to Petroleum 
Originated at Rochester, N. Y.—Ruling 
Made by Treasury Department in 
March—No Other Action Taken.

WASHINGTON, June 21.—Most of 
the time of the Cabinet today was 
spent in a discussion of the action of 
the Treasury Department in imposing 
& countervailing duty on certain Rus- 
sian products. Secretary Gage 4x- 
plained in detail the action which the 
department had taken, and the Cabi- 
net unanimously approved of what he 
had done. He was authorized to give 
out a statement to clear up the mis- 
understandings which exist, and later 
did so at the Treasury Department. 
As a resylt of the consideration of 
| the entire mutter by the Cabinet, Sec- 
retary Hay will soon make representa- 
tions to the Russien government, fully 
explaining the attitude of this a 
and pointing out that Russia 
acted hastily and under «a 
hension of the facts in her position of 
retaliation. The statement of the Sec- 
retary of Ahe Treasury is substantially 
as follows: 

“Secre@ary Gage called attention to 
the tar#®™ act »f July 2, 1897, known 
as the Dingley act, which, among 
other things, provides that if there be 
imported into the United States crude 
petroleum or the products of crude 
petroleum, produced in any_ country 
which imposes a @uty on petroleum or 
its products, exported from the United 
States, there shall in such cases be 
levied. pald and collected a duty on 
said crude petroleum or its products 
so imported equal to the duty im- 
posed by such country. 

“This provision was embodied in a 
circuléy issued to the officers of the 
customs, dated April 21, 1638. to which 
was appended a schedule of 109 coun- 
tries imposing a duty on petroleum 
and its products.

STREET-CAR FRANCHISES. 


Proposes to Give Half a Million Del- 
lars Bonus to the Present Holders 
Who Paid the City Nothing—Money 
to Municipality for Improvements.

PHILADELPHIA, June 
sive Dispatch.) An offer of $3,000,000 
cash was made today by John Wane- 
maker for a street-railway franchise 
recently given to Congreseman Ro®Pert 
Forderer and his associates. The offer 
was made by letters addressed both 
to Forderer and Mayor Ashbridge. 

Wanamaker stipulates also that he 
will charge only 3 cents fare during the 
heavy morning and evening travel. His 
offer provides that $2,009,000 of the con- 
sideration shall go to the city, and be 
used for harbor improvements and pub- 
lic schools. He proposes to give the 
franchise holders a bonus of $500,000 for 
privileges “which,” he says in his let- 
ter, “cost you nothing, at least nothing 
that can be avoided.” 

The salient pointé of the offer are as 
follows: 

“You say that I had no charters, and 
that the Council) should not have made 
grants to me. Very well, for the sake 
of argument, be it so. There is no 
legal or other objection to you and your 
colleagues selling to me franchises .of 
which you are now donees and owners 
without recompense to the city. 

“I therefore repew the offer which I 
made to the Mayor to pay. as therein 
stated, to the city of Philadelphia 
$2,500,000, and in addition thereto I 
will add $500,000 bonus to yourself and 
associates personally for the convey- 
ance of the corporate privileges you

AMERICANS AND ART. 


Jeah Beraud Says the Millionaires 

Buy in the Peddler Spirit and Their 

Wives Have No Taste. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
PARIS, June 21.—(Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The correspondent of the New 
York Sun today interviewed Jean Be- 
raud, the artist, in regard to American 
art. Although M. Beraud has never 
been in America, he is well-known 
there, and his name has been given to 
racehorses and a steamer. He agrees 
with the sentiments of certain dele- 
gates to the Young Men's Christian As- 
sociation convention at Boston, that 
nude pictures should not be exhibited 
in public places, though it would be ab- 
surd to exclude them from art mu- 
seums. 
He thinks the religious spirit tends to 
depress art. Great masters in religious 
communities, except Michael Angelo, 
had the pagan spirit in direct transi- 
tion from the Greeks. Modern art, M. 
Beraud says, is decadent, especially 
that of England. 

American art is superior to the Ens- 
lish, though it has not as yet struck a 
characteristic note, being overinfilu- 
enced by European ideas. Americans, 
M. Beraud says, excel in a certain 
el¢ctrical quality of execution, but 
American millionaires are somewhat 
responsible for the backwardness of 
American art, because their purchases 
are influenced by their wives, whose 
demands are devold of taste.

Or THE WRONG TRACK. 

A dispatch from Cheyenne, under 
date of Thursday, announces that 
State engineers and Representatives 
and Senators from Western States met 
there to discuss irrigation, government 
aid, and the best methods of reclaim- 
ing arid lands. Resoitions were pre- 
sented and a plan outlined for action 
at the next seerion of Congress. It is 
said to be understood that Western 
Congressmen and Senators will work 


together on this important question. 
“as they never have before.” A bill 
is pr>posed to provide for the settle- 
ment of the arid public lands and to 
authorize the construction of reser- 
voirs for the storage of water and arid 
lands reclamation. It provides: 

“That all money receive?*trom the 
sale or disposal of public lands in Ari- 
zona, California, Colorado, Idaho. 
Utah. Montana. Wyoming, Kansas. 
Nevada, New Mexico, North Dakota. 
Oregon, South Dakota and Washing- 
ton, beginning with the fiscal year end- 
ing June 39, 1962, excepting money 
set aside by law for educational pur- 
poses and excepting also the salaries 
of registers and receivers of the United 
States land offices, socated within the 
said States and Territories. shall be 
and are hereby reserved for the benefit 
of the State or Territory in whi 
said lands ere sold, to be kept as a 
special fund to be known as the ‘Arid 
land reclamation fund.’ and shall be 
under the direction of the Secretary of 
the Interior for the examination, sur- 
vey and construction of reservoirs and 
other irrigztion works. 

“Any of ihe States or Territories 
desirine to avail themselves cf the 
provisions of the act shall enact laws. 
accepting the conditions of this act 
and organize and maintain a State 
Engincer’s Office with authority to plan 
and make estimates for reservoirs to 
be paid for ont of the* reclamation 
fund.” 

This is the movement to which The 
Times recently referred as being en- 
gineered in favor of State cession, and 


consequently against the national ir- 
rigation movement. The ont!ine of the 
proposed bill shows that our sugges- 
tion was well founded. Friends of the 
national irrigation movement should 
not be misled by any of these side 
movements. In a speech Celivered in 
the House of Representatives, during 
the last session, by Congressman New- 
lands of Nevada, on the arid-land 
question, In referring to the idea of 
State cession, he said: 

“It has been suggested that the 
cession of the arid lands to the States 
would produce the same results. and 
would relieve the Federal government 
of a great work. My answer to this is 
that the government has no right to 
abdicate the great trust imposed upon 
it by the ownership of 600,000,000 acres 
of land, upon which the homes of un- 
born miliions are to be made. It cannot 
afford to intrust these lands either 
to the ignorance, the improvidence, or 
the dishonesty of local legislatures. 
The experience of all the Western 
States bas been that the grants of 
land made by the Federal government 
to the States for the purpose of edu- 
¢ation or local improvement have been 


the concentration of immense hold- 
ings of land in single ownefship. 

“This country has today 70,000,000 
of people; within one hundred years 
it will have 300,000,000 people. The 
pressure for land will be _ great. 
Imagine the discontent «er4 disturb- 
ance which will result from an im- 
provident administration of these 
great areas easily capable of support- 
ing 100,000,000 people.” 

In addition to this Mr. Newlands 
went on to show that the physical 
conditions are such as to prevent 
States from dealing with this ques- 
tion, as the arid region must be con- 
sidered as a unit, regardless of State 
lines.

NEW YORK CITY, June 15.—Our 
Times party did not «uiscover Pitte- 
burgh, but we nave ‘en there all the 
same, and we dil discover that cur 
impressions of that city ha-' teen far 
from right, aad we freely ead per- 
sistently dcknowledged this fact amcug 
ourselves, and that the written page 
is not enough to make us -orrectly 
familiar with the world, but that ir 
we would know it as it is, we must 
see it with our own eyes. 

“What do we care for Pittsburgh, 
the smoky city?” we had sai. 
the time we are to spend there hada 
been given to Chicago, how much more 
enjoyable it would have been.” We 
had been to Chicago and reveled in 
the grandeur and bvauty of its parks, 
had been lifted to the top of its high- 
est building, twenty-five stories high, 
where the busy lite of the city lay so 
far be.ow us, and the blue Waters 
of tite grcoat lake stretched out to the 
horizon’s ine, sparxling in the sun- 
shine, and we were intoxicated with 
the stirrlug lite of the great metropo- 
lis, the constantig-shifting panorama 
of humanity, and now to go to the 
dust and smoke of Pittsburg.—no, we 
did not like it and wished that The 
Times had not planned any stop-ove: 
for us there. Wut later on we were 
breathing benedictions upon The 
‘lime:, aad were expressing our pleas- 
ure that it and net ourselves haa pve- 
pared our itinerary—didn't your right 
ear burn, dear Times?—for we got a 
view of the real city—the city where 
the home life is filled by ali the en- 
chantments of nature. Away from the 
smoxe and noise of the business s>c- 
tion we found a broad area covered 
with palatial residences of «very sty.e 
of attractive modern architecture, set 
in the midst of broad, park-like ex- 
parses.

IGGS BURIED ALIVE 
UNDER A LANDSLIDE.

STARTLING ACCIDENT IN YARD OF 
CITY BRICK COMPANY. 


Workman Was Completely Covered 
and His Fellow-workmen Had to 
Hustle to Dig Him Out, More Scared 
Than Hurt. 


J. B. Biggs, whose home is at No. 
865 Center street, had a narrow es- 
cape from a horrible death at 9:30 
o'clock yesterday morning at the yards 
| of the City Brick Company. With a 


number of other workmen he was en- 
gaged in making an excavation, the 
earth being dug out of the side of a 
hill for use at the brick ward. He was 
working quite close to the bank, and 
the others were some distance behind 
him. Suddenly and without warning 
there was a landslide and a huge mass 
of earth fell into the place where the 
men were digging. The other work- 
men jumped to a place of safety, but 
before Biggs could move he was buried 
under the falling mass. 

At first it was thought he had been 
kilied, but his fellows went to work 
instantly to uncover his body. They 
found that his head had been covered 
by less than a foot of earth, and 
they soon had his head and shoulders 
clear. It required hatf an hour of 
hard work to release him. It was 
then found that, except for a few se- 
vere bruises about the back and 
shoulders, he was not injured. He 
was badly frightened and was unabie 
to continue his labor. An ambuiance 
from the County Hospital conveyed 
him to his home, where he received 
medical attention.

Hale and Bowman did it!

IT’S THE SECOND LARGEST TUNA 
EVER LANDED THERE. 


Mrs. E. N. Dickerson Demoralizes the 
Club by Taking a Fish That Weighs 


AVALON, June 21—{From The 
Times’ Resident Correspondent.] Mrs. 
E. N. Dickerson is “it.” The Tuna Club 
is in a state of funk—seems as though 
it had had an eye knocked out by a 
fiying fish or something. This morn- 
ing Mr. and Mrs. E. N. Dickerson, who 
had the all-night seance with a tuna a 
week ago, went out again. They each 
had a strike and each lost, when Mra. 
Dickerson was fortunate enough to se- 
curely hook a big fellow. Away it 
went, with her reel a-screaming, but 
Mrs. Dickerson coolly put on the brake, 

Mrs. Dickerson is a powerful woman, 
and though she had never before 
caught a large fish, her experience with 


yellowtall stood her in good stead, and 
she went right after the fish like an 
expert, pumping him and giving him 
not an instant of rest till she had him 
coming her way. Had she realized 
how big a fish she had tackled it is 
likely it would never have been landed, 
but she kept perfectly cool, and after 
forty minutes of as hard work as any 
man would care to endure she had her 
quarry up to gaff. Then came the sur- 
prise, for when its huge bulk came into 
view it seemed impossible that a wo- 
man should have accomplished such a 
feat. The fish weighed 216 pounds! 
This is the second largest tuna ever 
landed here, the record being held by 
Col. C. P. Morehaus, whose fish 
weighed 251 pounds. The club men will 
have to look to their laurels. 
WHAT OTHERS DID. 
There were perhaps twenty persons 
who had strikes, but all lost save three. 
The first catch of the day was made by 
Mrs. Baldwin, who landed a 112-pound 
fish in lh. 27m F. S. Schenck, whose 
reputation ag a tuna fisher was some- 
what shaken by his misfortune tn fall- 
ing to land the first tuna of the season, 
which he had hooked, retrieved his for- 
tune by landing a 158-pound fish in 
fourteen minutes. M. G. Foster won 
his button by taking a tuna weighing 
152 pounds in forty-five minutes. Mr. 
Foster also won a place in the annals 
of Catalina fishing as the first man to 
take a black sea base and a tuna on 
the same day. He had been at tie jew- 
fish grounds and had caught a black 
bass weighing 140 pounds, and 
While returning home ran into the 
schoo! ef tuna, and was hailed as quite 
a hero when both fish were tanded. 
Gin Gardner, with whom Mr. Foster 
was fishing. celebrated the event in 
the evening by an illumination and the 
firing of cannon. 
number of good fish stories re- 
sulted from yesterday's fishing. P. J. 
Tormey, a celebrated whist player and 
manager of the Owl Drug Company at 
San Francisco, was out with Mexican 
Joe, When they got into the thick of 
the school of tuna they found them- 
selves bombarded from every side by 
thousands of flying fish, while the tuna 
voraciously pursued them, leaping and 
splashing about and making a perfect 
devil's cauldron of the sea. The anglers 
were dodging the fish as best they 
could, Mr. Tormey sometimes using his 
rod as a means of defense, and strik- 
ing down the fish as they flew at him. 
Presently a flying fish left the water 
just at the side of their beat, which 
compelled Joe to dodge, and at that 
instant a huge tuna, which was in pur- 
suit of the fish, banged into the boat 
with such force as to throw Joe from 
his seat and land him in the bottom 
of the boat. 
Mr. Foster, while fighting his tuna. 
was given a tremendous “biff”’ in the 
back by a fiying fish, which came near 
unseating him. The tuna were fre- 
quently seen to catch the flying fish as 
they left the water or returned to it, 
and often they would leap into the air 
with the flying fish sticking out, as if 
smoking a cigar. 
This morning Gen. Barrett was the 
early bird to start out after a worm. 
He left his nest at 4 o’clack and at 7 
o'clock had landed his worm in the 
spape of a 114-pound tuna.
